New Ship 
Propeller 


._ invented 


- Budapest. 

A new method ‘of propelling 
ships—which is claimed to give 
greater speed for less power-—has 
been demonstrated before a group 
of experts at Pecs, Hungary. 

The device is described as a 
“spiral cylinder’ which is substi- 
tuted for the ordihary propeller. 
The inventors are two local men, 
Peter Kalmar and Janos Dani. 

During the demonstration a model 

‘ fitted with the invention attained 
an authenticated speed of 216 kilo- 
metres an hour (approximately 136 
m.p.h.). 

The inventors calculate that if 
the device were used for the Queen 
Mary she. could reach 150 kilome- 

. tres an hour (approximately 94 
m.p.h.) with’ her present power. 

The device has been patented, 

‘and already the Germans are show- 
ing interest in it. The inventors 
have been asked to place their 
model at the disposal of the Ger- 
man authorities for further tests.

Burk’s Amazing 
Sculling 


Henley Regatta of 1938 will not be 
one of those regattas that will linger 
- long in the memory of oarsmen or 
lovers of rowing, for there. were very 
few outstanding per OEmanees - The: 
three best, undoubtedly, were Radley’s 
victory in the Ladies’ Plate; the race 
between London and Jesus College in 
the semi-final of the Grand Challenge 
cup, and J. W. Burk’s amazing form 
in the Diamond Sculls. 
’ Burk’s performance may ‘cause a 
wholesale. revision of our  sculling 
ideas, His style was a complete 
revelation to British scullers, who are 
-taught to swing and scull with a long 
sweeping stroke.’ Burk, however, 
was vigged so far forward that his 
body never went beyond the perpendi- 
cular, so that he had practically — no 
swing, and he propelled his boat along 
by means of very quick and short 
strokes. His finish was a powerful 
‘ one, and it kept his boat running alk 
the time. ; 

There was no “fading out” with 
Burk this year, for the American 
went off the mark, sculling at the 
remarkable rate of forty-four strokes 
in the first minute, and in the final 
against Habbitts he never let his rate 
fall below 40. Such an -average has 
never before been recorded in a scull- 
Ing race in this country, and naturally 
Burk won all of his races with | the 
greatest of ease. He established a 
_new record for the course of 8 min. 2 
sec., and those figures are likely to 
stand for years to come, unless Burk 
returns next year and hus ideal con- 
ditions again. What he -would do if 
he was pressed can only be surmised, 
for when he broke the ‘ record he 
actually paid the winning post 51 
sec. ahead of Habbitts. — 

It is difficult to recall a more po- 
pular victory at the regatta than that 
gained by. Radley College in - the 
Ladies’ Plate. When Radley passed 
the post over a ‘length ahead of Pem- 
broke College there was a ‘remark-
